These lots were more central than 
the si te chosen, and more in the 
neighborhood of where the majority 
of the firemen lived. The 50 feet 
of two lots was much better than 
the 25 feet of one lot. It was a 
space that would bold the fire hall, 
a council chamber and stables for 
the team of the town’s man, and, 
if the council thought fit, there 
could also be a well and the pound 
on the same site. One of Mr. 
Elves’ objections to the proposed 
site was that the fire hall with the 
necessary grading over the sidewalk 
to the street, would be a disfigure¬ 
ment. 

On a request from Mr. Peter 
Terry, future speakers occupied the 
platform. Mr. Earl Clark, the 
reeve, “Do I understand that the 
communication read by you, Mr. 
Chairman, said something about 
the council having acted unwisely, 
or for personal benefit? If so, I 
consider that as an insalt to the 
council, for there was no favoritism 
whatever shown’ *. 

Mr. P. W. L. Clark, in replying 
said, that he was more or less* res¬ 
ponsible for the letter, and he was 
willing to stand by what it contain¬ 
ed. He considered that the coun¬ 
cil had acted rashly in concluding 
to buy the lot. In comparison the 
price of the lot was far too high. 
He said that no proper enquiries 
regarding other lots had been made 
before the decision to purchase had 
been arrived at. As to Mr. E. 
Clark’s query, there were no reflec¬ 
tions cast ou the council, neither 
was it inferred that they had not 
acted in a straightforward manner. 
Mr. P. W. Clark considered the 
proposed site as not central enough. 
The question of the fire hall was a 
vital matter and the ratepayers 
ought to thresh the matter out. If 
Vulcan was wiped out by fire, it 
would be a setback from which it 
would be a struggle to recover. 
The fire appliances were also in¬ 
adequate and if a fire of any size 
was to occur, the present appliances 
would be of no use in putting out 
the fire. These views were not only 
his own, they had been expressed 
by others. The first consideration 
in erecting a fire hall was to choose 
the most central site, and the site 
chosen was practically on the out¬ 
skirts of the town as could be seen 
by anyone who cared to study a 
map of the townsite. A more cen¬ 
tral and far better site was in the 
neighborhood of the hotel. The 
speaker said that he would like the

In view of the tact that the Sas¬ 
katchewan government has decided to 
appoint a commission to supervise 
munioipal finance, along the lines sug¬ 
gested by the Saskatchewan Rural 
Municipalities Association Executive 
and the Regina Board of Trade, the 
outline of th duties of such a com¬ 
mission, as suggested by F. J. James 
of the firm of Nay A James, bond 
dealers of Regina, Is particularly in¬ 
teresting to all municipalities. Mr. 
James first brought the question of the 
advisability of appointing such a com¬ 
mission before the Regina Board of 
Trade, when his Ideas were promptly 
endorsed and steps taken to bring the 
matter to a successful conclusion. 

Mr. James outlint of the duties of 
such a,commission, as read before the 
Regina'Board of Trade, follows: 

Much has been said and a great deal 
has been written in connection with 
the proposal to urge one or more of 
our Western Canadian Provincial Gov¬ 
ernments the advisability of exercis¬ 
ing greater control over the borrow¬ 
ings of our Municipalities. Some au¬ 
thorities on matters of this Jtlnd would 
go so far as to recommend rhe ap¬ 
pointment of a Federal Commission 
with powers similar to those possess¬ 
ed and exercised by the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Board in England: but it 
must be remembered that this Is quite 
a large country. Conditions la thq, 
various provinces are very different 
and it would seem that a Commission 
in a Province like Saskatchewan 
would be fully employed If It were to 
grapple with the problems that beset 
the vast growing Municipalities In this 
Province,

Therefore w^ deem It wise at this 
time to follow the Ideas of the more 
cautious and offer herein for consid¬ 
eration of this Board some suggestions 
which may be of service In solving 
what Is undoubtedly a leading topic In 
the municipal debenture market and 
of paramount importance to Municipal¬ 
ities throughout our Province.

PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 

The Cold Bath. 

If you do not ffeel warm after 
a cold bath you had better not. 
take It, for tt Is doing you no- 
good. It la a mistake to get into, 
a bath by standing in tbo cold 
water and hesitating before tak¬ 
ing tbe plunge, for this drives 
tbe blood up toward the bead, 
and is likely to cause congestion! 
of tbe blood vessels of tbe 
throat. Tbe best wny Is to stand 
la an empty bathtub aud turn 
on tbe shower, so that tbe cold 
water wifi'strike tbo bead and 
shoulders first. 

If there Is not a shower appn- * 
ratus, souse tbe bead and neck 
first with a sponge or duck the; 
bead under water; then get In 
and plunge the whole body uu- 
der as quickly a* possible. An¬ 
other mistake Is to stay tn too 
long. Generally speaking, ope- 
plungo Is enough. After tbe bath' 
rub tbo skin briskly with rough 
towels, tr help in tbe return of 
tbe surface circulation. Vigor¬ 
ous exercise is also good after a 
bath. 


Wall Street's Small Geld Refinery Dees 
a Dig Business. 

There Is a rpol electrolytic refinery in 
Wall street, New York city, amall In 
slza It is trtie, but very big in the 
value of Its output Tbia is the United 
Elates assay Office. 

j Tbe relation between the assay office 
and tbe public is twofold. First, tbe 
assay office buys Impure gold and gold- 
silver alloys from tbe public. Thl* 
j may be tbe gold output of a copper re¬ 
finery or of a cyanide mill or gold scrap 
from dentists or gold Imported from 
Europe or old Jewelry. Second, tbe 
assay office refines gold and alloys for 
tbe various requirements of tbe pub¬ 
lic. T 

Tbe metallurgical process carried out 
et the assay office Is therefore tbe sep¬ 
aration of (be gold from tbe silver aud 
tbe other metal impurities and tbe 
production ef tbe metals in pure form. 

Formerly tbe sulphuric acid parting 
process was o' iployed, but tbo electro¬ 
lytic refining process has now been 
universally Introduced into (be United 
Slates mints, and wben a few years 
ago tbe New York assay office was 
damaged by fire ami it became neces¬ 
sary to rebuild and re-equip tbe office 
thoroughly It was decided to Introduce 
electrolytic refining. The new equip¬ 
ment is thoroughly up (o dale. 

In bnylng gold or gold alloys from 
tbe public the ossay office bas fixed 
only two restrictions. These are that 
tbe material shallcontsln not less than 
20 per cent of gold nnd silver and 
shall be worth at least $100.—Metallur¬ 
gical and Chemical Engineering.

LATEST DEATH TEST. 


Based Upon the Action of Fluorescta# 
Upon the Blood. 

A remarkable new method of testing 
absolutely whether a dead person is 
really dead and thus avoiding the pos¬ 
sibility of prematura burial. Just an¬ 
nounced by Dr. Icard of Marseille^ 
has been received wltb great Interest 
by bis colleagues in Fnris. 

Dr. Icard's system depends on the 
question wbetber tbe blood is still in 
circulation or not and consists of a 
small subcutaneous injection of s 
small quantity of flnorescine, which is 
quite harmless, but one of tbe most 
violent coloring matters known. 

if there be tbe slightest motion of 
tbo-blood tbo flnorescine, carried 
around tbe body, stains it a vivid gold¬ 
en yellow, while tbe eyes become s 
deep emerald green. If. on tbe other 
band, there is no movement of tbs 
blood tbe coloring matter is not dis¬ 
persed and produces no effect Hulf 
an bour is stated to be enough to make 
this test 

Tbe laity, while duly Impressed by 
this neat method, are asking wbetber 
persons wbo are alive and undergo tbs 
dyeing process and who later recover 
will lose tbe golden yellow tint, and 
tbe green eyes, which, as Dr. Icard d» 
scribes them, “are transformed Into su¬ 
perb emeralds. Jet like jewels In tbelr 
sockets.” 

It may be added, bowerer, that flu- 
oresclne Is one of tbe most transitory 
dyes known.—rarls Cor. Philadelphia 
Ledger.
